PARTICIPATION  REPORT- 
STATE  ACTIVITIES  AS  OF  JANUARY  1,  1984,

The  number  of  cows  in  the  National  Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program 
(NCDHIP)  increased  only  slightly  in  1983,  whereas  the  number  of  herds  decreased 
slightly,  probably  a  result  of  tighter  economic  conditions  in  the  dairy  industry.  As  of 
January  1,  1984,  NCDHIP  included  43.4  percent  of  U.S.  dairy  cows  as  compared  with 
43.3  percent  last  year.  The  program  now  enrolls  4,879,513  cows  in  66,085  herds  and 
15,324  does  in  1,636  herds. 

Table  1  shows  51  State  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Associations  (DHIA's)  in  existence 
on  January  1,  1984.  Only  Alaska  does  not  have  a  State  DHIA.  Forty-seven  States  were 
members  of  the  National  DHIA;  Mississippi  joined  in  1983.  The  number  of  testing 
associations  increased  to  1,070,  but  the  number  of  testing  supervisors  decreased  by  176 
to  2,940. 

In  table  2,  the  States  are  ranked  by  cow  population  ranges  and  percentage  of  cows 
enrolled  in  any  NCDHIP  plan.  The  dairy  cow  population  in  each  State  as  reported  by  the 
Statistical  Reporting  Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  presented,  and  these 
figures  are  used  as  the  basis  for  determining  each  State's  percentage  of  participation  in 
the  various  plans  throughout  this  report.  The  proportion  of  U.S.  dairy  cows  enrolled  in 
NCDHIP  is  the  highest  in  history  at  43.4  percent.  California  ranks  highest  among  the 
major  dairy  States,  with  60.6  percent  of  cows  enrolled.  Of  the  other  States  with  large 
cow  populations,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota  have  between  40  and 
50  percent  of  cows  enrolled.  Thirty-one  States  showed  an  increase  in  cow  enrollment, 
and  16  now  have  over  50  percent  of  cows  enrolled. 

Table  3  summarizes  participation  in  official  and  nonofficial  NCDHIP  plans  by 
State.  The  U.S.  dairy  cow  inventory  is  11,244,000  cows  and  includes  103,000  from  Puerto 
Rico  and  1,000  from  the  Virgin  Islands.  Almost  4.9  million  U.S.  dairy  cows  from 
66,085  herds  were  enrolled  in  NCDHIP.    Participation  in  official  plans  is  30.7  percent  for

This  report  is  prepared  annually  to  summarize  State  activities  in  NCDHIP. 
Information  is  provided  by  either  State  Extension  Dairy  Specialists  advising  on  NCDHIP 
or  personnel  from  nine  dairy  records  processing  centers.  All  information  represents 
State  participation,  including  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  as  of  January  1,  1984, 
unless  otherwise  indicated. 
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U.S.  dairy  cows,  the  same  as  last  year;  participation  in  nonofficial  plans  is  12.7  percent, 
an  increase  from  12.6  percent  last  year. 

Table  4  shows  how  enrollment  in  NCDHIP  changed  during  the  past  year.  There  was 
a  decrease  in  all  testing  plans  of  117  herds  but  an  increase  of  41,329  cows.  New  York 
increased  participation  by  10,250  cows,  with  increases  of  9,123,  6,347,  and  6,205  cows  for 
Minnesota,  Pennsylvania,  and  Michigan.  The  greatest  increase  in  the  number  of  herds 
enrolled  was  in  Minnesota.  For  official  plans,  California  showed  the  largest  increase  in 
cows  enrolled  and  Minnesota  the  largest  increase  in  herds  enrolled. 

Enrollment  in  Official  DHI  continued  to  decrease,  with  a  decline  of  1,297  herds  and 
73,934  cows  (table  5).  Much  of  this  decrease  likely  is  a  result  of  dairy  producers' 
switching  to  the  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Registry  (DHIR)  plans,  which  are  sponsored  by 
the  breed  associations.  Still,  Official  DHI  is  the  plan  used  by  most  dairy  producers 
participating  in  NCDHIP,  with  an  enrollment  of  29,532  herds  and  2,407,474  cows. 

Table  6  shows  the  participation  in  the  Official  DHI  AM-PM  plan,  which  requires  a 
monitoring  device  to  record  time  of  milking.  Enrollment  in  Official  DHI  AM-PM 
increased  from  1,625  herds  a  year  ago  to  1,973  herds  in  January  1984.  The  corresponding 
number  of  cows  enrolled  increased  from  137,705  to  163,302.  Minnesota  and  California 
are  the  leading  States  for  cow  enrollment  in  this  plan. 

Table  7  shows  participation  in  Official  DHI  with  Alternate  AM-PM  Component 
Sampling.  Herd  enrollment  decreased  from  3,189  to  3,074  and  cow  enrollment  from 
362,197  to  349,582. 

Participation  in  the  DHIR  plan,  the  plan  with  the  greatest  growth  for  2  consecutive 
years,  showed  an  increase  of  744  herds  and  72,705  cows  more  than  last  year's  enrollment 
(table  8).  This  is  an  increase  of  14.2  percent  in  the  number  of  herds  and  16.8  percent  in 
the  number  of  cows.  Participation  is  at  an  alltime  high,  with  5,992  herds  and 
504,387  cows  now  enrolled  in  this  plan.  The  largest  increase  in  number  of  herds  enrolled 
(211)  was  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  largest  increases  in  cows  were  in  Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin,  California,  and  New  York. 

Table  9  shows  participation  in  Official  DHIR  AM-PM  with  Monitoring  Device. 
Participation  in  this  plan  was  23  herds  and  2,024  cows  in  13  States.  Enrollment  increased 
by  18  herds  and  1,342  cows  this  year.  Table  10  gives  enrollment  in  Official  DHIR  with 
Alternate  AM-PM  Component  Sampling.  Participation  in  this  official  plan  showed 
enrollment  of  151  herds  and  19,801  cows,  an  increase  of  18  herds  and  1,968  cows  from 
last  year. 

There  are  15  nonofficial  plans  (9  unsupervised  and  6  supervised)  in  NCDHIP,  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  25,340  herds  and  1,432,943  cows.  Participation  in  the  9  unsupervised 
plans  (tables  11-19)  accounts  for  9.6  percent  of  all  U.S.  dairy  cows,  with  20,456  herds  and 
1,082,342  cows.  Seven  of  these  unsupervised  plans  (tables  11-17)  are  Owner-Sampler 
plans,  with  an  enrollment  of  19,991  herds  and  990,094  cows,  and  account  for  8.8  percent 
of  all  U.S.  dairy  cows.  Two  significant  changes  occurred.  Participation  in  the 
Owner-Sampler  plan  (table  11)  has  decreased  630  herds  and  21,516  cows  from  enrollment 
last  year  to  15,595  herds  and  712,019  cows.  The  Owner-Sampler  AM-PM  plan  (table  12) 
shows  an  increase  of  251  herds  to  3,671  and  13,076  cows  to  187,926.  Tables  18  and  19 
show  the  enrollment  for  the  Commercial  and  the  Commercial  AM-PM  plans.  These 
supervised  plans  now  enroll  465  herds  and  92,248  cows. 
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Enrollment  in  the  Supervised  Sampling,  the  Supervised  AM-PM,  the  Supervised 
Milk-Only-Records,  and  the  Supervised  AM-PM  Milk-Only-Records  plans  is  shown  in 
tables  20-23.  Participation  in  these  4  nonofficial  supervised  plans  accounts  for 
2.9  percent  of  all  U.S.  dairy  cows,  with  4,542  herds  and  330,604  cows.  Enrollment  in 
Supervised  AM-PM  is  4,243  herds  and  259,246  cows  and  accounts  for  2.3  percent  of  all 
U.S.  dairy  cows. 

Table  24  shows  enrollment  in  the  Basic  Production  and  Management  plan.  Current 
enrollment  in  this  unsupervised  plan  is  299  herds  and  17,776  cows,  an  increase  of 
197  herds  and  9,189  cows.  The  most  significant  increase  was  in  Wisconsin.  All  other 
nonofficial  plans  had  increased  enrollment  for  herds  and  decreased  enrollment  for  cows 
(table  25). 

Table  26  contains  information  on  State  enrollment  of  dairy  goats  in  NCDHIP 
recordkeeping  plans.  The  enrollment  of  1,636  herds  and  15,324  does  is  higher  than  last 
year  by  56  herds  and  887  does.  The  largest  increases  in  enrollment  of  does  were  in  Texas 
and  Ohio;  the  largest  decreases  were  in  California  and  Arkansas. 

Participation  in  NCDHIP  services  has  increased  (table  27).  On  January  1,  1984, 
27,805  cow  herds  and  2,419,710  cows  were  in  the  mastitis  screening  programs.  This  is  an 
increase  of  1,871  herds  and  143,323  cows  from  last  year.  For  the  second  consecutive 
year,  California  had  the  greatest  increase,  with  an  additional  33,362  cows  reported. 

Increased  participation  in  protein  testing  was  significant.  Protein  testing  was  done 
for  2,920,549  cows,  an  increase  of  923,573  cows.  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  showed 
increases  of  364,104  and  131,765  cows  over  participation  last  year  in  protein  testing.  An 
increase  of  20,000  or  more  also  was  reported  by  Alabama,  California,  Connecticut, 
Georgia,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Maine,  South  Carolina,  and  Vermont.  Solids-not-fat 
(SNF)  testing  showed  a  decrease  since  last  year,  with  SNF  percentage  tested  for 
297,889  cows,  a  decrease  of  31,425.  Four  of  the  dairy  record  processing  centers- 
California,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  and  Utah— have  on-line  capability  for  computer 
service  available  to  both  DHIA  management  and  dairy  producers. 

Participation  in  the  Verified  Identification  Program  (VIP),  a  grade  identification 
program  sponsored  by  NDHIA,  is  shown  in  table  28.  From  1976  through  January  1,  1984, 
96,571  animals  have  received  VIP  certificates,  with  15,035  certified  in  1983,  3,104  less 
than  in  1982. 

Table  29  summarizes  the  trends  in  official  NCDHIP  recordkeeping  plans  and  yield 
since  1906.  Milk  and  fat  yield  for  cows  in  official  plans  in  1984  averaged  15,521  pounds 
of  milk  and  572  pounds  of  fat,  increases  of  1.6  and  1.4  percent.  Fat  percentage 
decreased  to  3.68.  Table  30  summarizes  the  trends  in  nonofficial  NCDHIP  recordkeeping 
plans  since  1956.  Milk  and  fat  yield  for  cows  enrolled  in  nonofficial  plans  in  1984 
averaged  14,544  pounds  of  milk  and  546  pounds  of  fat,  increases  of  2.3  and  2.2  percent. 
Fat  percentage  decreased  to  3.75.  Cow  enrollment  and  average  yield  in  official  and 
nonofficial  plans  reached  new  alltime  highs  in  1984. 

Table  31  is  a  list  of  Extension  Dairy  Specialists  who  advise  on  NCDHIP  for  each 

State.
